He  should  have 
an  ideal  of  a  well-educated  human  soul  teaching  a 
healthy,  well-developed  human  body — an  ideal  which 
he  at  once  and  systematically  labors  to  reach,  as  does 
the  sculptor  when  he  commences  his  work  upon  the 
quarried  marble."

Ristory  of  fltbens  College 

Athens  College  was  projected  in  October,  1842,  at  a 
session  of  the  Tennessee  Annual  Conference  held  in 
Athens.  In  1843  the  Legislature  of  Alabama  granted 
a  charter  incorporating  the  Female  Institute  of  the 
Tennessee  Annual  Conference.  The  character  and 
dignity  of  the  undertaking  may  be  estimated  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  named  in  the  act  of  incorporation — 
viz.:  A.  L.  P.  Green,  Thomas  Maddin,  Ambrose  F. 
Driskill,  Joshua  Bucher,  Frederick  G.  Ferguson,  Dan- 
iel Coleman,  Ira  E.  Hobbs,  Benjamin  W.  Maclin, 
Thomas  Bass,  James  F.  Sowell,  Thomas  Stith  Malone, 
James  C.  Malone,  William  Richardson,  George  S.  Hous- 
ton, Richard  W.  Vassar,  Jonathan  McDonald,  James 
Craig. 

The  lofty  aims  of  the  institution  were  further  shown 
in  the  election  of  the  learned  and  sweet-spirited  Rev. 
R.  H.  Rivers,  D.D.,  as  its  first  President. 

In  1870  the  North  Alabama  Conference  was  organ- 
ized, and  Athens,  with  all  the  northern  part  of  the 
State  of  Alabama,  came  into  the  confines  of  that  Con- 
ference, and  there  was  transferred  to  the  North  Ala- 
bama Conference  all  church  property  in  that  territory 
formerly  held  by  the  Tennessee  Conference.  Thus  did 
the  institute  become  the  property  of  the  North  Ala- 
bama Conference. 

In  1872  the  charter  was  amended,  changing  the 
name  to  Athens  Female  Institute.     In  1889  the  charter 
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was  amended  again,  and  the  name  changed  to  Athens 
Female  College.  The  name  has  since  been  corrected 
to  Athens  College. 

The  main  building  was  erected  in  1843,  and  has  re- 
ceived three  substantial  additions. 

Athens  College  has  been  a  church  institution  from 
the  day  of  its  inception.  It  is  to-day  the  only  institu- 
tion for  the  education  of  young  women  owned  or  con- 
trolled by  the  North  Alabama  Conference. 

The  College  has  had  an  honorable  history,  and  is  en- 
shrined in  the  hearts  of  thousands  of  our  people.  The 
present  is  propitious ;  the  future  is,  therefore,  promis- 
ing. There  is  not  a  district  in  the  Conference  in 
which  there  are  not  parsonage  homes  presided  over  by 
Athens  College  women.  Our  ministers  owe  a  debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  College. 

Building  and  Grounds 

The  entire  structure  is  of  brick.  The  main  building 
is  of  beautiful  Ionic  design,  three  stories  high.  Three 
additions  to  the  main  building  have  been  made.  In 
these  are  the  chapel  on  the  first  floor,  with  sleeping 
rooms  on  the  second  and  third  floors. 

The  dining  room  is  spacious.  The  chapel  is  50  by 
80  feet.  The  sleeping  rooms  are  well  heated,  venti- 
lated, and  lighted  by  electricity.  The  entire  building 
is  heated  by  steam,  and  the  dormitories  will  accommo- 
date about  one  hundred  and  fifty.  The  College  is  con- 
nected with  the  city  waterworks  in  conformity  with 
the  most  approved  method. 

The  College  grounds  comprise  some  eleven  acres, 
with  well-appointed,  majestic,  and  beautiful  groves  of 
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oak,  poplar,  and  maple.  The  College  is  easily  accessi- 
ble to  the  depot,  church,  and  business  part  of  the  city ; 
yet  the  quiet  retirement  and  seclusion  of  the  premises 
are  as  perfect  as  though  miles  in  the  country. 

The  grounds  are  excellently  adapted  to  out-of-door 
exercise,  to  croquet,  tennis,  ball,  etc.,  and  are  attractive 
generally  for  recreation  and  rest. 

Location 

Athens,  the  county  seat  of  Limestone  County,  has 
about  2,500  population,  is  situated  on  the  main  line 
of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  and  is  the 
second  highest  point  on  that  line  between  Cincinnati 
and  the  Gulf. 

The  town  has  an  excellent  water  and  electric  light 
plant,  Bell  telephone  exchange  with  a  wide  country 
connection,  is  on  the  line  of  the  long-distance  telephone 
from  New  York  to  New  Orleans,  and  enjoys  first-class 
railroad,  telegraph,  mail,  and  express  facilities. 

Athens  is  one  of  the  oldest  towns  in  Alabama,  has 
long  been  noted  for  the  culture  and  refinement  of  its 
society,  and  has  contributed  to  the  State  its  full  quota 
of  distinguished  men  and  elegant  women.  It  is  an 
ideal  place  for  a  seat  of  learning. 

Important  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
commodious  and  handsome  school  edifice,  rendering 
the  college  a  delightful  and  attractive  home  for  the  stu- 
dent. 

tbe  College  Library 

Realizing  that  a  college  curriculum  embraces  but  the 
text-books  required  in  the  student's  work,  and  that  to 
get  the  full  benefit  of  the  course  the  student  must  have 
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access  to  a  well-selected  library,  the  administration  has 
succeeded  in  gathering  together  the  nucleus  for  a  valu- 
able library.  More  than  2,000  volumes  have  been 
added  in  the  last  three  years,  and  influences  are  at 
work  to  secure  extensive  contributions. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  improvements  recently 
made  is  the  installation  of  the  present  library  in  a 
beautiful  room  40x40  feet,  which  is  accessible  to  every 
portion  of  the  house.  This  room  is  heated  with  steam, 
lighted  with  electricity,  and  fitted  up  with  bookcases 
and  reading  tables,  where  the  student  has  access  to  the 
daily  papers  and  standard  magazines,  material  for  tak- 
ing notes,  etc. 

Contributions  for  the  extension  of  this  work  are  so- 
licited. 


Our  College  at  mum-m  Past, 
Present,  and  future 

Smiling  down  upon  us  from  our  library  walls  here 
m  Athens  College  is  a  portrait  of  our  revered  Bishop 
Andrew,  of  whom  there  is  only  one  other  extant.  Like 
the  good  genius  of  the  institution,  his  benign  counte- 
nance beams  encouragingly  upon  the  beholder,  remind- 
ing the  holder  of  the  great  and  good  men  who  have  been 
connected  with  this  College  and  whose  memories  are 
green  in  the  hearts  of  our  people. 

First  comes  the  sweet-spirited  Dr.  R.  H.  Rivers  who 
administered  the  affairs  of  the  institution  from  1843  to 
1849.      Dr.  Rivers  was  followed  by  Rev.  Benjamin 
H   Hubbard,  1849-1852;  Rev.  Smith  W.  Moore,  1852- 
1853;  Rev.  Isham  R.  Finley,  1853-1855;  Prof.  Georo-e 
E.  Naff,  1855-1858;  Mrs.  J.  Hamilton  Childs,  1858- 
1867;  Rev.  James  M.  Wright,  Rev.  James  K.  Arm- 
strong, Prof.  C.  L.  Smith,  Prof.  Rogers,  Rev.  M    G 
Williams,  Dr.  Howard  Key,  Dr.  V.  0.  Hawkins,  Rev 
H.  W.  Browder,  Dr.  Z.  A.  Parker,  Dr.  H.  G.  Davis,  Dr 
E.  M.  Glenn,  Mary  Norman  Moore. 

In  the  sixty-six  years  of  its  history  the  institution 
has  had  sixteen  men  and  two  women  at  its  head,  the 
present  incumbent  being  the  eighteenth  in  line  from 
Dr.  Rivers,  the  only  lady  preceding  her  being  the  cel- 
ebrated Madam  Childs,  who  enjoyed  the  longest  and 
one  of  the  most  prosperous  administrations  the  insti- 
tution has  seen.      To  this  good  day  the  memory  of 
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Madam  Childs  is  held  in  affectionate  reverence  by  the 
people  of  this  community,  and  the  writer  feels  that 
much  of  the  generous  support  and  kindly  welcome  that 
has  been  accorded  her  is  due  to  two  facts  from  which 
she  can  claim  no  merit  of  her  own — the  first,  that  a 
good  and  great  woman  once  filled  this  same  high  office ; 
and  the  second,  that  a  dear  sister,  over  whose  form 
the  daisies  have  been  blooming  for  more  than  twenty 
years,  was  once  a  teacher  here;  and  she  is  reminded 
of  George  Eliot's  closing  lines  in  "  Middlemarch  " — 
how  the  reason  that  "  things  are  so  well "  with  her  is 
because  of  "  those  who  sleep  in  unvisited  tombs."  In 
this  instance,  however,  the  tombs  are  not  unvisited; 
and  in  the  case  of  Madam  Childs  there  still  lives  here 
in  Athens  one  of  her  faithful  old  servants,  who  each 
year  makes  the  journey  to  Huntsville  in  order  to  lay 
a  floral  offering  on  her  former  mistress'  grave. 

In  North  Alabama  thirty  years  ago  Methodism  was 
a  struggling  flame,  both  as  to  numbers  and  material 
prosperity ;  yet  the  church  had  under  its  direct  control 
three  flourishing  institutions  for  female  education — 
one  at  Tuscaloosa,  one  at  Huntsville,  and  Athens  Fe- 
male College.  All  three  of  these  schools  did  well ;  for 
the  people  were  loyal,  every  traveling  preacher  was  an 
effective  agent,  and  there  was  no  competition  from 
State  schools  to  weaken  their  support.  By  a  chain  of 
untoward  circumstances  two  of  these  institutions  have 
been  lost  to  the  church,  and  now  the  only  college  in 
North  Alabama  under  the  auspices  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  South,  is  this  College  here  at  Athens. 

The  institution  is  historic,  enjoying  the  rare  privi- 
lege of  having  been  a  church  school  from  its  incip- 
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iency ;  of  having  been  under  the  control  of  three  differ- 
ent Conferences — the  Tennessee,  the  Alabama,  and  the 
North  Alabama ;  and  of  being  located  in  a  community 
that  has  given  to  Alabama  two  United  States  Senators, 
a  Governor,  six  Supreme  Court  Judges,  two  Chief  Jus- 
tices, and  a  long  line  of  other  distinguished  men  and 
cultured  women. 

With  our  eleven  acres  of  beautiful  campus  and  grove 
land  in  the  heart  of  this  thriving  and  cultured  little 
town ;  with  our  handsome  old  building  with  its  modern 
conveniences  and  splendid  health  record;  with  the  as- 
surance of  the  hearty  support  of  our  brethren;  with 
a  boarding  department  that  for  the  fourth  time  in  five 
years  has  reached  the  limit  of  our  capacity,  a  good  lo- 
cal enrollment,  and  an  unswerving  faith  in  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Heavenly  Father,  how  can  we  doubt  the 
destiny  of  Athens  College  ?  In  the  words  of  the  Psalm- 
ist :  "  Unto  thee,  O  God,  do  we  give  thanks,  unto  thee 
do  we  give  thanks." 

Gifts 

Among  the  generous  donations  made  to  Athens  Col- 
lege recently,  special  record  should  be  made  of  the 
commodious  brick  Annex  built  during  the  summer  of 
1907  at  a  cost  approximating  $11,500,  the  generous 
gift  of  the  citizens  of  Athens  to  North  Alabama  Meth- 
odism. The  value  of  this  donation  is  enhanced  when 
it  is  remembered  that  the  entire  population  of  Athens, 
both  white  and  colored,  numbers  only  about  2,500,  thus 
making  the  per  capita  amount  contributed  over  $4  for 
each  inhabitant. 

The  College  has  also  received  a  number  of  valuable 
books,  notable  gifts  being  those  of  Congressman  Will- 
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iam  B.  Richardson,  Mr.  Will  Peebles,  the  John  D.  Mor- 
ris Publishing  Company,  American  Book  Company, 
D.  C.  Heath,  Rev.  W.  W.  Heflin,  and  Dr.  E.  M.  Glenn. 

The  ladies  of  the  Methodist  Church  have  donated  to 
the  College  chapel  an  organ  valued  at  $700.  The 
Jane  Hamilton  Childs  Literary  Society  has  unveiled 
in  the  College  Library  a  handsome  portrait  of  Madam 
Jane  Hamilton  Childs  by  Paul  Menzel.  Mr.  Belton 
Gilreath,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  has 
made  several  liberal  cash  donations  to  the  institution; 
and  the  College  is  under  obligation  to  Mrs.  Belton  Gil- 
reath for  donations  of  palms  and  a  generous  cash 
contribution.  Other  friends  of  Christian  education 
have  contributed  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  institution 
in  amounts  ranging  from  $1  to  $500. 

Report  of  Board  of  Education 

(Extract  from  minutes  of  North  Alabama  Conference,  in  session 
in  New  Decatur,  Ala.,  November  18  to  23,  1908,  pages  44,  45.) 

Btm$  College 

Athens  College  continues  its  remarkable  history  of 
success.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  new  buildings 
have  been  erected  to  accommodate  the  increased  pat- 
ronage, it  is  taxed  to  its  utmost  limit  to  care  for  board- 
ing pupils.  It  has  a  large  and  splendidly  equipped 
faculty,  and  is  exerting  a  marvelous  influence  in  the 
development  of  Christian  womanhood  in  the  bounds 
of  our  Conference. 

All  old  debts  have  been  paid,  and  this  year  a  sub- 
stantial reduction  will  be  made  in  the  $10,000  debt  for 
building  which  was  authorized  by  the  Conference  dur- 
ing the  present  administration. 
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Miss  Moore,  the  President,  from  year  to  year  has 
been  applying  her  personal  means  to  permanent  im- 
provements, which  have  greatly  enhanced  the  value  of 
the  property.  The  Conference  is  indebted  to  this  capa- 
ble Christian  woman,  not  only  for  the  splendid  service 
given  to  the  cause  of  Christian  education,  but  for  the 
expenditure  in  improvements  of  $2,175  since  last  June. 

We  recommend  the  usual  assessment  of  $2,000  for 
this  College. 

We  recommend  the  election  of  R.  N.  Cartwright  as 
Trustee  to  succeed  George  L.  Sherrill,  deceased. 

Also  the  election  of  A.  M.  Lewis,  H.  B.  Malone,  J. 
D.  Lanier,  J.  S.  Robertson,  and  T.  W.  Ragan  to  succeed 
those  whose  terms  expire  at  this  Conference.

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Every  account  for  operating  expenses  has  been  met 
as  presented.  Teachers'  salaries  have  been  paid 
promptly,  and  at  the  close  of  the  current  session  of 
Athens  College  the  credit  of  the  school  will  be  as  un- 
tarnished as  we  have  endeavored  to  keep  it  in  the  past. 
In  my  travels  throughout  the  territory  from  which  we 
draw  our  patronage  I  find  that  we  have  gained  favor 
and  that  our  graduates  are  reflecting  credit  upon  us. 
It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  to  be  able  to  report  that 
a  large  per  cent  of  our  girls  on  leaving  the  College  are 
devoting  themselves  to  profitable  and  elevating  pur- 
suits. A  large  number  are  teachers  in  this  and  ad- 
joining States,  and  some  are  further  developing  them- 
selves by  advanced  study  in  other  colleges  and  univer- 
sities. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  gratification  to  be  able  to  re- 
port the  splendid  health  conditions  that  have  prevailed 
throughout  the  current  year.  We  have  escaped  all 
epidemics,  and  the  minor  ailments  have  been  very  few. 
Physically  and  mentally,  we  believe  we  have  this  year, 
on  the  average,  the  best  body  of  students  we  have  ever 
enrolled.  In  our  work  throughout  the  Conference  we 
are  insisting  that  students  sent  to  us  shall  be  perfect 
physically  and  strong  mentally.  We  are  making  the 
conditions  of  entrance  more  stringent  than  ever  before, 
and  are  endeavoring  to  keep  our  girls  of  the  highest 
type,  as  we  expect  them  to  go  back  to  their  homes  to 
be  the  social,  intellectual,  and  religious  leaders  of  their 
respective  communities. 

We  have  inaugurated  a  campaign  to  raise  funds  for 
the  erection  of  additional  buildings,  and  are  pleased 
to  report  very  gratifying  success.     We  have  received 
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in  subscriptions  $3,626.50.  These  are  payable  in  from 
six  to  eighteen  months  from  date  they  were  given, 
making  all  of  them  due  by  July  1,  1910.  We  have  rea- 
son to  believe  that  we  can  realize  $10,000  in  one 
amount  from  a  source  of  which  we  are  not  at  liberty  to 
speak  at  this  time.  It  is  our  purpose,  under  the  ap- 
proval of  Providence,  to  raise  $25,000  between  this 
date  and  January  1,  1910.  This  sum  is  to  be  applied 
to  the  building  of  a  chapel,  with  a  laboratory  in  the 
basement  and  class  rooms  on  the  upper  floor.  We  also 
wish  to  erect  two  or  three  dormitories  to  contain  ac- 
commodations for  twenty  students  each.  If  God 
grants  us  the  strength  upon  the  completion  of  our  pres- 
ent undertakings,  it  is  our  purpose  to  begin  the  work 
of  raising  funds  for  the  proper  endowment  of  the  in- 
stitution, so  that  its  success  may  be  assured  through- 
out the  years  to  come,  regardless  of  the  fluctuations  of 
commercial  interests  or  personal  popularity  of  the  ad- 
ministration.

During  the  current  year  thirty-two  students,  twenty 
of  whom  are  ministers'  daughters,  have  received  tu- 
ition free  of  cost.  Four  students  have  been  enabled  to 
defray  their  expenses  for  board  and  laundry  from  the 
Loan  Fund.  One  student  has  been  supported  by  the 
Young  Women's  Christian  Association.  Three  stu- 
dents have  partially  paid  their  expenses  by  services 
rendered  the  institution. 

Standard  of  ScbolarsMp 

While  the  administration  has  earnestly  labored  to 
improve  the  equipment  of  the  College  and  to  increase 
its  facilities,  yet  we  realize  that  the  real  merit  of 
the  institution  must  rest  upon  the  scholarship  of  its 
students — their  physical,  intellectual,  and  spiritual 
growth.  It  is,  therefore,  the  earnest  endeavor  of  the 
President  and  her  associates  to  inspire  the  students 
with  a  thirst  for  learning — a  sincere  desire  for  a  broad 
culture,  lofty  aspirations,  and  genuine  scholarly  at- 
tainments. We  have  a  feeling  almost  of  affection  for 
that  old  English  word  "  gentlewoman,"  and  we  would 
prefer  that  the  girls  who  go  from  under  our  roof  would 
in  every  way  merit  that  title  than  that  they  should  be- 
long to  royalty. 

A  standard  of  100  represents  the  perfect  mark  in 
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all  branches,  and  from  that  mark  the  student  is  graded 
down  to  zero.  An  average  of  70  is  required  for  pro- 
motion, while  a  general  average  of  90  or  above  enti- 
tles to  a  place  on  the  Honor  Roll,  provided  the  stu- 
dent's deportment  does  not  fall  below  100. 

A  gold  medal  is  offered  in  each  of  the  four  collegiate 
classes  for  the  highest  general  average  in  scholarship 
and  deportment. 

Public  reports  are  issued  monthly,  giving  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  standing  of  each  student  in  each 
study;  also  the  deportment  of  the  student,  both  in 
Home  and  School  Departments.  A  deep  interest  on 
the  part  of  parents  and  guardians  in  the  progress  of 
students  is  encouragement  both  to  the  student  and  to 
the  teacher. 

Deportment 

Students  are  graded  on  a  scale  of  100  as  to  their  de- 
portment. One  demerit  is  one  point  off  from  that 
scale.  A  student  who  receives  as  many  as  six  demerits 
in  one  month  will  incur  private  reproof  from  the 
President;  twelve  demerits  in  one  month  renders  the 
student  subject  to  public  reproof;  and  twenty-five  in 
one  quarter,  to  dismissal  from  the  College. 

Admission 

All  correspondence  in  reference  to  admission  should 
be  addressed  to  the  President  or  Dean. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  College  should  be  at 
least  fifteen  years  of  age. 

Testimonials   of   good   character   from   responsible 
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parties  are  required.     Certificates  of  honorable  dis- 
missal from  the  last  school  attended  must  be  presented. 
Application  blanks  will  be  furnished  when  requested.

Conditions 

A  condition  indicates  that  certain  work  remains  to 
be  completed  before  the  student  can  receive  credit  for 
a  particular  course.  Ordinarily  it  will  require  a  year 
to  remove  the  condition.  When  a  condition  is  imposed, 
the  student  is  furnished  with  a  written  statement 
of  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done  and  the  time  allowed 
for  its  accomplishment.  A  degree  student  is  allowed 
only  two  conditions.  It  is  expected  that  she  will  take 
one  of  the  subjects  in  which  she  is  conditioned  the  first 
session  of  her  attendance.  The  other  condition  must 
be  removed  within  the  time  prescribed.  When  a  de- 
gree student  has  only  one  condition,  it  must  be  re- 
moved by  the  beginning  of  the  following  session. 
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Requirements  for  Admission 

Either  by  certificate  or  examination  all  candidates 
must  show  satisfactory  proficiency  in  the  following 
subjects :

Units 

Admission  credits  are  based  upon  a  system  of  units. 
A  unit  means  a  subject  of  study  pursued  in  a  high 
school  or  an  academy,  with  recitations  five  times  a 
week,  for  the  first  two  years,  and  not  less  than  three 
times,  the  periods  averaging  forty-five  minutes  or 
more,  for  the  last  two  years.  The  equivalents  of  these 
are  estimated  as  nearly  as  possible.  The  total  of  units 
required  for  entrance  to  the  Freshman  Class  is  12.8. 

Degrees  and  Certificates 

No  student  is  admitted  to  any  department  who  does 
not  do  at  least  twelve  hours  of  work  weekly.  The  de- 
grees of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science  are 
offered  to  those  who  complete  the  prescribed  work. 
We  also  offer  a  certificate  to  students  completing  the 
Normal  Course.  This  certificate  admits  to  the  Fresh- 
man Class  without  examination  or  to  the  Sophomore 
Class  with   examination.     Certificates   of  Proficiency

MISS    HAYES 

To  interpret  a  Tennyson,  a  Browning,  a  Shake- 
speare, one  must  sympathetically  grasp  the  thought  of 
these  poets,  just  as  surely  as  the  musician  must  feel, 
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in  some  degree  at  least,  the  music  which  animated  the 
sou  of  a  Beethoven  or  a  Mozart  before  he  can  inter- 
pret their  great  compositions.  Such  power  cannot  be 
acquired  m  a  day.  It  comes  only  through  thoughtful 
earnest  study.  The  mind  must  be  able  to  comprehend 
high  thoughts,  the  soul  must  feel,  and  the  voice  and 
body  must  be  able  to  adequately  express  what  the  mind 
and  soul  conceive. 

The  methods  used  should  seek  to  awaken  in  the  stu- 
dent of  Expression  a  realization  of  her  own  potentiali- 
ties, and  should  give  such  direction  to  her  training  that 
she  may  attain  them. 

To  students  who  satisfactorily  complete  the  pre- 
scribed course  of  study  laid  down  for  this  school  a  cer- 
tificate of  proficiency  is  awarded.

Third  Fear.— Interpretative  study  of  Shakespeare, 
Tennyson,  Browning,  Dickens,  George  Eliot,  and  oth- 
ers. At  this  stage  of  the  work  students  will  be  given 
if  desired,  help  in  the  abridgment  and  adaptation  of 
selections  for  public  reading,  writing  of  introduction, 
some  original  work  required. 
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The  voice  culture  embraces  exercises  for  breath  con- 
trol, tone  projection,  placing  of  tones,  compass,  free- 
dom, smoothness,  and  phrasing. 

As  the  student  progresses,  she  realizes  that  the  voice 
is  the  interpreter  of  the  mental  state,  and  that  the  culti- 
vated voice  is  capable  of  tone,  color,  form,  sympathy, 
and  beauty. 

Credit  on  the  B.A.  or  B.S.  Course,  as  indicated  in 
the  Department  of  Music,  will  be  given  for  work  in 
the  Department  of  Expression.

In  order  to  foster  these  ideals  so  nobly  exemplified 
by  our  mothers,  which  in  the  machine-made  life  of  this 
generation  might  perish,  we  shall,  next  session,  require 
each  student  to  perform  each  day  some  home  duty  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Matron.  This  is  not  done  in 
order  to  reduce  our  servants'  expense  account,  nor  do 
we  propose  to  make  drudges  of  our  girls.     The  work 
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will  not  be  menial  in  character,  but  they  will  be  in- 
structed in  the  simple  but  elegant  arts  that  the  daugh- 
ters of  every  refined  home  should  know  how  to  per- 
form. These  duties  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  more 
than  thirty  minutes  of  time  daily,  nor  will  they  inter- 
fere in  any  respect  with  the  academic  courses  of  study. 
A  competent  instructor  of  Domestic  Science  and 
Domestic  Art,  a  graduate  of  the  Thomas  Training 
School,  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  has  charge  of  this  work.  For 
rates  for  private  instruction,  see  "  Terms  of  Payment," 
page  70. 

Department  of  Domestic  Science 

This  course  in  Domestic  Science  is  intended  to  fa- 
miliarize the  student  with  the  best  and  most  econom- 
ical methods  of  home  making  and  housekeeping. 

bourse  of  Study 

First  Year 

Elementary  principles  of  cookery.  Preparation  and 
cookery  of  vegetables,  cereals,  eggs,  soup,  etc.  Prac- 
tical work. 

Laundering.  Best  methods  of  laundering  cotton, 
woolen,  linen,  lace,  silk,  etc.  Practical  work  and  lec- 
ture periods.

Continuation  of  cookery  begun  in  the  first  year,  in- 
cluding the  study  and  cookery  of  meats,  bread,  muffins, 
sauces,  jellies,  puddings,  beverages,  etc.

Study  of  the  house,  situation, 
drawing  up  house  plans,  and  furnishing  a  house  from 
a  sanitary  and  economical  standpoint. 

Course  in  serving. 

Fourth  Year 
History  and  composition  of  foods.     (Lecture.) 
Advanced  cookery.     (Laboratory.) 
Serving  of  dinners.      Food  combinations,  cost,  and 
marketing. 

Demonstrations  and  food  values.  Individual  work 
in  demonstrating  and  cooking  of  some  product  before 
the  class. 

Practical  teaching. 

(Subject  to  changes.) 

Department  of  Domestic  Art 

This  course  in  Domestic  Art  begins  with  the  sim- 
plest forms  of  sewing  and  gradually  leads  up  to  the 
more  difficult.  Applications  of  the  various  stitches  are 
made  on  simple  articles  and  garments.  The  educa- 
tional as  well  as  the  practical  value  are  to  be  empha- 
sized.

Elementary  training  in  the  use  of  the  needle.    Vari- 
eties of  primary  stitches  and  their  application  upon 
simple  garments  and  articles. 
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Taking  measures,  draughting,  and  cutting  patterns 
for  underwear.

Advanced  draughting.  Cutting  and  making  a  plain 
shirt-waist  suit. 

Study  of  textiles  and  fabrics;  their  history,  manu- 
facture, and  commercial  importance. 

Third  Year 
Fine  hand  sewing.  Hemstitching,  linen  marking, 
rolling  hems,  and  a  large  number  of  decorative 
stitches.  Application  on  simple  garments  and  models. 
Millinery.  Practice  in  making  bows  and  the  impor- 
tant principles  of  trimming.  Wiring  and  joining  lace, 
etc. 

(Subject  to  changes.) 
Fine  hand  sewing.     Drawn  work,  French  embroid- 
ery, eyelets,  and  many  fancy  stitches.      Practice  in 
shading  and  color. 

Practice  teaching.  Methods  and  principles  of  teach- 
ing. 

(Subject  to  changes.) 

Scholarships

Special  Information 

1.  Each  boarder  furnishes  her  own  toilet  articles, 
towels,  table  napkins,  pillow,  pillowcases,  sheets,  blan- 
kets, bedspreads,  teaspoon,  and  tumbler — all  marked 
in  her  own  name. 

2.  Damage  or  breakage  of  furniture,  beyond  ordi- 
nary wear,  will  be  charged  to  the  inmates  of  rooms 
where  damage  is  done. 

3.  Parents  are  reminded  of  the  urgent  importance 
of  pupils  being  present  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 
A  few  days  lost  at  the  beginning  may  mar  the  prog- 
ress of  the  whole  year.  Pupils  should  stay  at  their 
studies  without  interruption. 

4.  Costly  jewelry  and  costly  clothing  should  not  be 
brought  to  school.  The  outfit  of  a  schoolgirl  should  be 
simple.  Money  and  costly  jewelry  must  be  concealed 
on  the  person  or  deposited  in  the  safe  in  office.  They 
must  not  be  left  in  bedrooms. 

5.  It  is  positively  harmful  for  students  to  have  large 
amounts  of  spending  money.     To  meet  necessary  and 
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unforeseen  expenses,  reasonable  deposits  may  be  made 
with  the  President.  Except  by  instruction  from  par- 
ents, money  will  not  be  advanced  to  pupils. 

6.  Telegrams  for  pupils  must  be  sent  in  care  of  the 
President.  All  packages  sent  by  express  should  be 
prepaid  and  sent  in  care  of  the  President. 

7.  The  correspondence  of  pupils  will  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  President.  Letters  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  her  care.  * 

8.  Social  pleasures  outside  of  the  College  do  not  fa- 
cilitate successful  study ;  therefore  parents  are  not  ex- 
pected to  request  for  their  daughters  the  privilege  of 
picnics,  parties,  dinings,  and  evenings  away  from  the 
College.  Such  privileges  do  not  promote  good  disci- 
pline, but  tend  to  defeat  the  aim  of  school  life. 

9.  When  pupils  are  to  return  home,  written  instruc- 
tions to  that  effect  should  be  sent  to  the  President. 

10.  The  President's  contracts  are  made  for  the  year, 
and  are  binding  for  that  time.  Whenever  a  pupil  is 
entered,  it  is  regarded  that  between  President  and 
patron  a  contract  is  implied  for  the  entire  school  year. 
Withdrawal  from  school,  even  for  a  few  days,  not  only 
impairs  scholarship,  but  induces  a  spirit  of  restless- 
ness unfavorable  to  study.  Pupils  entering  within  two 
weeks  of  beginning  of  term  are  charged  for  full  term. 
For  absence  from  school  no  deduction  will  be  made, 
except  for  protracted  sickness.  No  deductions  are 
made  for  holidays,  nor  for  absence  for  the  last  six 
weeks  of  school. 


*Young  women  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  where  special  per- 
mission is  given  by  parents,  may  correspond  with  gentlemen 
semioccasionally. 
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11.  Boarders  keep  their  own  rooms. 

12.  Leave  chafing  dishes  at  home.  They  are  dan- 
gerous and  threaten  with  two  evils,  fire  and  dyspepsia. 

13.  Parents  and  guardians  are  requested  to  send  no 
boxes  of  eatables  to  boarding  students,  save  at  Christ- 
mas or  Thanksgiving.  Good  ripe  fruit  is  permissible 
at  any  time.  One  of  the  greatest  sources  of  poor 
health  and  ineffective  work  with  young  people  is  irreg- 
ularity in  eating. 

General  Information 

Where  responsibility  is  imposed,  authority  must  be 
acknowledged.  To  the  extent  that  teachers  are  held 
responsible  they  should  have  the  right  to  direct  the 
conduct  of  their  pupils.  All  parties  concerned  should 
constantly  bear  in  mind  these  self-evident  truths. 

Special  Requirements 

1.  Prompt  obedience  to  all  bells. 

2.  Orderly  arrangement  of  rooms,  clothing,  toilet,  at 
all  times. 

3.  Faithful  observance  of  hours  of  study,  recreation, 
and  rest. 

4.  Quiet  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 

5.  Attendance  and  propriety  at  Sunday  school  and 
church. 

6.  Prompt  report  of  sickness  to  Nurse. 

7.  Cheerful  compliance  with  direction  of  teachers  in 
all  things  for  which  they  are  responsible. 

Special  Prohibitions 

1.  Absence  from  study  hall,  or  from  any  school  duty, 
without  permission. 
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2.  Visiting  out  of  College,  except  with  parents  or 
teachers. 

3.  Sending  or  receiving  anything  through  day  pupils 
or  servants. 

4.  Communications  of  any  kind  with  young  gentle- 
men without  proper  permission. 

5.  Borrowing  money,  books,  jewelry,  or  clothing 
from  other  pupils. 

6.  Changing  studies  or  leaving  any  class  without 
consent  of  the  President  or  teacher  involved. 

7.  Reading  or  circulating  novels  or  newspapers  with- 
out permission  of  the  President  or  members  of  the 
Faculty. 

8.  Making  accounts  at  stores,  except  in  cases  au- 
thorized by  parents  and  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
President. 

Co  Patrons 

With  good  reason,  patrons  hold  us  responsible  for 
the  welfare  of  their  daughters.  Therefore  it  is  im- 
perative that  parents  decline  to  sanction  in  their 
daughters,  who  are  in  our  school,  any  violation  of  our 
rules. 

Athens  College  is  designed  to  be  distinctively  a  Chris- 
tian school,  with  clear-cut  Methodist  proclivities;  and, 
as  such,  it  shall  endeavor  constantly  to  serve  as  a  faith- 
ful expositor  and  exponent  of  the  faith  for  which  Meth- 
odism stands.  Nevertheless,  respectful  regard  will  be 
had  for  the  religious  tenets  of  patrons  and  pupils  of 
other  communions.  Touching  each  student,  our  one 
purpose  will  be  to  secure  well-rounded  character,  de- 
veloped and  endowed  according  to  standards  erected  by 
the  Christian  religion. 
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Daily,  in  the  College  chapel,  the  Faculty  and  stu- 
dents will  come  together  to  read  the  Scriptures,  to  sing 
and  pray.  All  students  will  be  expected  to  attend 
chapel  exercises.  The  Bible  will  be  a  text-book  in  the 
College.  Lectures  will  be  given  by  the  President  on 
the  general  scope  of  Christian  doctrine  and  discipline, 
and  the  necessity  for  personal  piety  will  be  impressed 
upon  mind  and  heart. 

Boarding  students  will,  as  a  rule,  attend  Sunday 
school  and  other  religious  services  at  the  Methodist 
Church.  Those  of  other  denominations  will  be  per- 
mitted to  attend  the  church  of  their  choice. 

The  right  cultivation  of  good  manners  may  most 
properly  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  chief  cardinal  ends 
of  education.  In  the  sphere  of  cultivated  taste,  in  the 
realm  of  refined  sentiment,  in  the  domain  of  digni- 
fied and  polished  manners,  there  may  be  discovered 
woman's  proper  element  for  the  manifestation  of  her 
rarest  radiance  and  charm.  All  those  pure,  true  rules 
of  Christian  consistency  and  social  ethics  which  do 
most  tend  to  elevate,  dignify,  and  adorn  womanly  char- 
acter, we  shall  use  all  diligence  and  persistence  to  teach. 
It  shall  be  our  special  and  constant  aim  to  inspire  and 
cultivate  the  art  of  refined  conversation  and  polished 
manners  as  indispensable  qualifications  for  the  social 
circle. 

Infirmary 

A  well-ventilated,  well-heated  infirmary  is  an  im- 
provement which  the  new  addition  contains.  An  expe- 
rienced graduate  nurse  is  in  charge.  Her  entire  time 
is  devoted  to  looking  after  the  health  of  our  girls.     In 
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case  of  illness  the  patient  could  not  receive  better  at- 
tention in  a  hospital. 

Dress 

To  secure  neatness  and  order  upon  the  part  of  young 
ladies,  both  as  regards  personal  attire  and  arrange- 
ment of  clothing  and  rooms,  special  and  painstaking 
care  shall  be  had. 

A  handsome,  but  not  expensive,  tailor-made  suit 
will  be  furnished  by  or  before  October  15.  This  suit 
is  made  in  New  York,  and  is  fitted  by  a  tailor  sent  out 
by  the  firm  furnishing  the  suits.  No  college  girls  are 
dressed  in  better  taste  than  are  those  of  Athens  Col- 
lege. The  total  cost  of  uniform,  including  hat  and 
gloves  to  match,  is  $15.  Our  girls,  not  the  College, 
get  the  benefit  of  wholesale  prices.  Parents  are  re- 
quested to  make  no  special  outlay  for  dress  in  advance. 
For  commencement,  white  organdie  will  be  worn  on 
public  occasions.  Prohibition  shall  stand  against  low- 
neck  dresses  and  against  sleeves  shorter  than  elbow. 

ficaltb 

In  the  history  of  a  school,  health  is  a  matter  of  prime 
importance.  Perhaps  no  school  in  the  land  has  made 
a  better  health  record  than  has  Athens  College 
throughout  its  course  of  threescore  years.  Such  grati- 
fying sanitary  conditions  are  no  doubt  attributable  in 
large  measure  to  local  surroundings. 

A  large  campus  and  beautiful  grounds  invite  to  out- 
of-door  exercise.  Basket  ball,  tennis,  archery,  croquet, 
and  other  games  that  contribute  to  health  and  cheer- 
fulness are  encouraged. 
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In  all  cases  of  serious  sickness  parents  will  be  noti- 
fied promptly. 

One  period  of  work  in  Physical  Culture  daily  will 
be  required  of  all  students,  unless  personally  excused 
by  the  Physical  Director.  These  classes  are  under  the 
direction  of  a  trained  and  thoroughly  qualified  in- 
structor. 

the  College  Rome 

The  College  Home  is  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  the  President.  Boarders  will  be  received 
and  regarded  as  members  of  the  family,  and  cared  for 
as  our  own  daughters.  No  pains  shall  be  spared  to 
secure  all  the  advantages  of  a  well-ordered,  Christian 
,  I  home.  Teachers  residing  in  the  College  building  ren- 
■  der  efficient  aid  in  making  this  a  safe  and  pleasant 
home  for  the  pupils.  A  faithful  night  watchman  is  on 
duty  from  six  in  the  evening  to  six  in  the  morning, 
serving  as  an  additional  protection  against  the  vagrant 
and  fire. 

A  generous  table  of  good,  wholesome  food,  well 
cooked,  will  be  kept.  Enameled  bath  tubs  encourage 
habits  of  personal  neatness,  while  an  efficient  steam- 
heating  plant  keeps  the  building  comfortable  in  the 
coldest  weather.  Pupils  boarding  in  the  College  are 
free  from  the  interruption  of  society,  do  not  incur  ex- 
posure to  inclement  weather,  lose  no  time  on  account 
of  rainy  days,  have  the  assistance  of  teachers  at  all 
times,  and  are  under  rules  conducive  to  habits  of  study 
and  good  health. 

We  will  not  be  responsible,  except  during  school 
hours,  for  those  who  board  outside  of  the  College. 
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Scholastic  Year 

The  next  scholastic  year  will  open  on  Wednesday, 
September  15,  1909,  and  close  on  May  24,  1910. 

For  convenience  in  making  payments,  the  school  year 
is  divided  into  two  financial  sessions,  the  first  begin- 
ning September  15,  1909,  and  the  second  beginning 
January  20,  1910. 

Payment  for  the  first  session  will  be  required  upon 
entrance,  and  payment  for  the  second  session  on  Jan- 
uary 20,  1910.

Daughters  of  Methodist  ministers  in  the  traveling 
connection  will  be  charged  $100  for  the  school  year  for 
all  expenses  in  the  Boarding  Department,  and  to  them 
literary  tuition  is  free. 

Books,  stationery,  art  materials,  and  sheet  music 
will  be  furnished  at  publishers'  retail  prices. 

No  honors,  awards,  or  diplomas  will  be  conferred 
until  all  bills  are  satisfactorily  arranged. 
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When,  on  account  of  protracted  sickness  or  provi- 
dential causes,  pupils  are  withdrawn,  money  due  will 
be  promptly  refunded;  but  no  deduction  will  be  made 
for  holidays,  for  temporary  absence,  or  for  the  last  six 
weeks  of  the  session. 

Pupils  who  enter  the  departments  of  Music,  Art,  or 
Expression  are  expected  to  continue  to  the  close  of  the 
school  year.  No  deduction  will  be  made,  unless  the 
withdrawal  be  unavoidable. 

We  do  not  desire  to  receive  pupils  who  expect  to 
drop  out  before  the  close  of  the  school  year. 

Registration  fee,  payable  at  time  of  registration,  to 
be  credited  on  board  and  tuition,  $5.

GAMBLE. 

Katie  Garrett,  wife  of  J.  G.  Gamble,  was  born  on 
July  2,  1871;  married  on  October  26,  1892;  died  on 
August  20,  1908. 

Descended  from  a  prominent  family,  reared  in  a 
godly  home,  she  early  manifested  amiable  traits  of 
character,  which  steadily  developed  as  an  unfolding 
flower  into  noble,  Christian  womanhood.  For  four 
years  she  was  a  student  at  Athens  College,  during 
President  Marcus  G.  Williams'  administration,  gradu- 
ating in  June,  1890,  a  devoted  pupil  and  a  valued  mem- 
ber of  the  Alumnae  Association.  Ever  dutiful,  unself- 
ish, and  considerate,  she  won  the  esteem  and  regard 
of  all  who  knew  her.  Years  before  her  death  God  laid 
his  afflicting  hand  upon  her,  and  during  this  period  she 
grew  into  an  experience  of  grace  which  enabled  her  to 
bow  in  sweet  resignation  beneath  the  chastening  rod 
and  gave  her  a  peace  through  months  of  weary  suffer- 
ing. Now  she  has  passed  out  beyond  the  stars  into 
everlasting  light.  The  zenith  of  her  earthly  life  has 
come. 

BARTEE. 

On  April  2,  1909,  at  12  o'clock,  Annie  Myrtle  Bar- 
tee,  daughter  of  Rev.  W.  T.  and  Ann  Bartee,  entered 
into  everlasting  rest. 

She  was  born  on  October  23,  1887,  and  had  been  a 
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faithful,  consistent  member  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church,  South,  since  her  ninth  year.  She  was  ill 
for  nearly  a  year;  and  although  she  suffered  for  so 
long  a  time,  she  bore  her  afflictions  without  a  murmur, 
dying  as  one  going  to  sleep. 

Miss  Bartee  was  graduated  from  Athens  College 
with  the  class  of  1908,  receiving  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts.  She  was  an  earnest  student  and  faithful  to 
every  duty  and  trust  imposed  upon  her.  I  never  saw 
her  when  she  was  not  cheerful  and  ready  to  undertake 
any  task  that  the  officers  of  the  school  saw  fit  to  assign. 
During  her  entire  college  life  at  Athens  she  never  re- 
ceived a  demerit  for  any  cause,  and  her  record  on  the 
books  of  the  college  is  absolutely  blameless. 

In  the  memorial  service  that  was  held  in  the  college 
chapel  after  the  news  of  her  death  reached  us,  the 
statement  was  made  unanimously  by  her  former 
schoolmates  that  they  never  heard  her  at  any  time 
speak  in  an  angry  voice  or  use  an  expression  that  in 
any  wise  savored  of  a  lack  of  refinement. 

She  was  a  true,  sweet  girl.  Her  young  life  gave 
promise  of  a  beautiful  fruition,  and  it  is  hard  for  those 
who  loved  her  to  understand  the  dispensation  that  has 
cut  short  her  earthly  career  at  its  very  beginning.  We 
doubt  not  that  in  the  brief  span  of  years  allotted  to 
her  she  did  the  work  the  Father  intended  her  to  do. 
We  know  that  the  imprint  of  her  life  will  long  be  felt 
upon  the  lives  of  those  she  touched.  We  are  assured 
of  the  perfect  love  and  wisdom  of  the  Being  in  whom 
she  so  implicitly  trusted ;  and  as  we  survey  the  tender 
providence  that  led  her  young  steps  with  such  unfal- 
tering faith  into  the  valley  of  the  shadow,  we  pray  that
